WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



1 LA method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements, 

3 the Building Components defined as, at least one of, components that 

4 are inherently permanent, or components that are necessary for the 

5 operation or maintenance of the building, and 

6 the Architectural Elements defined as, at least one of, elements that 

7 are removeable, reuseable, relocatable, decorative, or supplemental, 

8 the method of creating the project comprising the steps of: 

9 (a) determining the scope of the project such that the project can 

10 be defined, 

1 1 (b) determining if the project is a candidate for Architectural 

12 Element coordination, 

13 (c) if the project is not a candidate for Architectural Elements 

14 coordination, then the steps: 

15 (1) identifying the Building Components for the scope of the 

16 defined project, and 

1 7 (2) implementing the identified Building Components for 

1 8 constructing the project, 
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19 (d) if the project is a candidate for the Architectural Elements 

20 coordination, then determining if the design is Architectural 

2 1 Element coordinated, 

22 (e) if the design is not Architectural Element coordinated, then 

23 coordinating the design with the Architectural Elements, 

24 (f) if the design is Architectural Element coordinated, then the 

25 steps: 

26 (1) identifying the Architectural Elements for the scope of 

27 the defined project, 

28 (2) identifying the Building Components for the scope of the 

29 defined project, and 

30 (3) implementing the identified Architectural Elements and 

3 1 Building Components for creating the project. 
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1 2. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 1 further comprising the step of coordinating pricing with at least one of the 

4 Architectural Elements the and Building Components. 

1 3. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 1 further comprising the step of coordinating documentation with at least 

4 one of the Architectural Elements and the Building Components. 

1 4. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 1 further comprising the step of coordinating audit with at least one of the 

4 Architectural Elements and the Building Components. 
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1 5. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 1 further comprising the step of coordinating the project with the assurance 

4 standards and with at least one of the Architectural Elements and the Building 

5 Components. 

1 6. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 1 further comprising the step of coordinating project afterlife with at least 

4 one of the Architectural Elements and the Building Components. 

1 7. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 6 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife further comprises the step of 

4 providing for the manipulation of the Architectural Elements selected from the 

5 group consisting of reconfiguration, relocation, removal and reuse. 
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1 8. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 5 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife further comprises the step of 

4 providing for the manipulation of the Architectural Elements selected from the 

5 group consisting of retrofit, recycle, and new product. 

1 9. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 5 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife further comprises the step of 

4 providing for the manipulation of the Architectural Elements as energy fuel.

1 10. The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 

2 product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 

3 claim 5 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife comprises the steps of 

4 (a) providing for the manipulation of the Architectural Elements 

5 selected from the group consisting of reconfiguration, 

6 relocation, removal, and reuse, 

7 (b) providing for the manipulation of the Architectural Elements 

8 selected from the group consisting of retrofit, recycle, and new 

9 product, and 

10 (c) providing for the manipulation of the Architectural Elements 

1 1 as energy fuel. 
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1 1 1 . A system for creating a project (including a building, facility or 

2 product), the project having a plurality of Building Components which are either 

3 inherently permanent or necessary for the operation or maintenance of the 

4 building, the improvement being a plurality of Architectural Elements which are 

5 at least one of removeable, reuseable, relocatable, decorative and supplemental 

6 such that the Architectural Elements can be reconfigured for improving user 

7 efficiency, enhancing facility management, reducing construction cost and time, 

8 simplifying remodeling construction thereby allowing projects to be rehabilitated 

9 that would otherwise be demolished, reducing the employee down-time associated 

10 with building remodeling construction and maintenance, reducing the building 

1 1 down-time because remodeling can be done more quickly with less demolition, 

12 noise, waste or delay, providing for the easy relocation of equipment or personnel, 

13 providing for individualized power circuits which allows for easier relocation of 

14 power and lights for reducing the required particular re-balancing of electrical 

1 5 loads, and at least one of separating and identifying the Architectural Elements 

16 during the pre-design, design, documentation, implementation, audit or after-life 

17 to accommodate future changes in environmentally sensitive or ecologically 

1 8 beneficial manners . 
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
